The 193G political campaign will 
open officially next Wednesday, Janu- 
ary 29, which is the first day for 
obtaining signatures on candidates' 
nominating petitions. 

The primary election will be held 
on Tuesday, April 28, while the gen- 
eral election date is Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 3. 

Ollices which citizens of Lower 
Merion and Narberth will vote for 
include the following: 

Montgomery County Congressman, 
Assemblyman from the First Legisla- 
tive District of Montgomery County, 
committeemen and conimittcewomen 
from each district, two delegate's and 
two alternate delegates to the national 
conventions, State auditor general 
and State treasurer. 

With the exception of county com 
mittee members from each election 
district no local offices in the town- 
ship or borough are filled this year. 

All local persons now enrolled by 
party affiliation will be eligible to par- 
ticipate in the primary election if 
they then reside in the same voting 
district as when they enrolled. 

Only one day is provided in all 
townships and boroughs before the 
primary election to change party af- 
filiation or to enroll in order to par- 
ticipate in the primary

j Special exhibits were held in the 
j library almost continuously from 
January through the summer months. 
'■ The most popular of these was made 
up of very old books, bearing imprints 
; ranging from 1600-1800, brought in 
j to the library by residents of the bor- 
lough. Children's book illustrations, 
I world peace and art work of children 
of the Narberth public school and of 
Miss Cowin's art classes also provided 
interesting subjects for exhibits. 

Reference Room Finished 

The completed reference and reading 
Iroom was reopened to the public on 
i Monday, May 6. There is an increas- 
ing use of the room on the part of 
'' adults. The school children of course 
continue to use it for reference and 
! study. 

j The largest attendance the room 

has had at any one time occurred on 

the opening day of the Travel Club 

in June. Every chair was occupied, 

sometimes by two children at once. 

The window seats, too, held their 

quota. Altogether ninety-nine chil- 

■ dren, a record number, took part in 

jthe summer's club activities. The 

'ninety-ninth to register was an Ar- 

jmenian girl, who, with her brother, 

! is now one of the library's most regu- 

j lar borrowers. 

I Diplomas were awarded to forty-one 
'of the ninety-nine for complete jour- 
i neys around the world through books. 
i Ten others received honorable men- 
tion for reading more than half the 
required number of books. 
Story Hours Held 
Story hour was conducted each week 
by Miss Lois Caldwell. Those who had 
attended regularly were given a party 
! in May. The mothers and the ladies 
'of the Board of Trustees were also 
! invited to be present. Entertainment 
| in the form of a puppet show of Han- 
:sel and Gretel was provided by a 
i group of Narberth Girl Scouts under 
! Miss Thaysen's supervision. 
| Favorable comments from visitors 
! on the attractiveness of the library 
: provoked the thought that it could 
I be made even more so. Experiments 
'with plants suitable for the library 
I were carried out with the help of the 
; trustees and interested borrowers. 
jThe first of these experiments were 
failures. With persistent effort, how- 
ever, a few vines and plants have been 
induced to grow. 

Children's Book Week was notable 
in that the library abandoned in part 
its traditional method of showing the 
, new books. Instead of hiding the fire- 
! place with screens and the table built 
high with books, the display was 
spread out to either side and kept low 
in front of the mantelpiece. In this 
way the Art Alliance picture was not 
j robbed of any of its artistic effect. 
i Fine System Revised 

i The last important library activity 
of the year has been in regard to the 
fine system. Narberth borrowers are 
on the whole very responsible with 
library books and most of them pay 
I whatever fines are imposed promptly 
! and willingly. There has always been 
I difficulty, however, over large fines 
| approaching the maximum charge of 
| tho cost of the books. Frequently 
| such borrowers have neglected to pay 
; the fine and as a result forfeited their 
| library privileges. As a remedy, a 
] lower maximum of 75 cents for adult 
i books and 50 cents for children's books 
! was proposed by the librarian and ap- 
1 proved as an experiment by the Board 
I of Trustees, to go into effect January 
I 1, 1036. The advantage of the lower 
'.maximum in libraries where it is being 
; used has been that more 'of the larger 
! fines have been paid therefore not 
so many borrowers lost because of the 
I forfeiting of privileges. 

i Business Training Valuable 

! Miss Ingeborg Thaysen, library as- 
sistant since July 1, has continued in 
| charge of the bulletin boards, which 
! have produced many favorable com- 
jments for their interest and attrac- 
itiveness. Miss Thaysen's business 
| training is proving of value to the 
j library and has enabled her to take 
over much of the typing and clerical 
I work. 

I The librarian attended the annual 
j meeting of the Pennsylvania Library 
I Association in Wernersville early in 
j October and has served throughout 
the year as chairman of the Philadel- 
phia district library meetings. 

In April the librarian spoke on the 
subject of children's reading before 
the Mother's Club of Cheltenham and 
has twice during the year given talks 
before the Book Club of the Junior 
Women's Community Club of Nar- 
berth. 

It has been a busy and happy year 
for the library and its staff. The aim 
of the library as it nears the com- 
pletion of fifteen years of active life 
in the borough of Narberth is to con- 
tinue to give and to increase its ser
